To create 
material for their shows, group mem- 
bers first listen to and analyze songs

Bison lose 


season opener

The game was closer than the score 
indicates and the Bison had a chance 
to take the lead late in the fourth 
quarter. 

Catholic got things moving in the 
second quarter with a TD pass but the 
PAT failed. The Bison came right back 
and scored when quarterback Billy 
Lange, on a keeper, rushed over from 
the three yard line. Running back Mike 
Chappell rushed over for the PAT. A 
few minutes before halftime, the Cardi- 
nals marched deep into Bison territory

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Brentwood

Situated north of Florida Avenue, 
east of Fourth Street and bordering 
Kendall Green was an area of land 
known as the Patterson Tract. Once 


known as Brentwood Farm, it consisted 


of 100 acres of prime land and pri- 
meval forests. Kendall Green, pur- 
chased by Amos Kendall, at one time 
was a part of Brentwood Farm. 

On a hill in this utopia stood Brent- 
wood, grandiose with its Grecian-style 
architecture and beautiful landscaping. 
A winding lane led from Florida Ave- 
nue to the Mansion. The hill on which 
it stood gave a breathtaking view of 
Washington. Well known for its ban- 
quets, balls, and parties, Brentwood 
was a social mecca for Washington’s 
elite society. 

Designed in 1817 by Benjamin H. 
Latrobe, architect of the U.S. Capitol, 
this U-shaped house contained a strik- 
ing great central hall, which was a two- 
story rotunda rising in the center of the 
Mansion and connecting to the lantern 
on top of the second floor roof. The 
front of the Mansion featured a two- 
story pavilion with a pedimented ionic 
portico and on either side, and one- 
story wings bordered with balustrades 
around the roof. 

Brentwood was built for Joseph 
Pearson, congressman from North 
Carolina, 1809-1815. He married 
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Welby Smith, an instructor from Development Communications Associates, Inc., teaches script- 


Elenor Brent, the daughter of Robert 
Brent, Washington’s first mayor. Brent- 
wood was given to the couple by 
Robert Brent as a wedding gift. 
Elizabeth, the only child of Joseph and 
Eleanor Brent Pearson, married Carlisle 
P. Patterson. The property was later 
known as Patterson House. 

The estate was abandoned by the 
Patterson family in the late 19th cen- 
tury. Vandals in 1915 forced their way 
into the Greek revival mausoleum look- 
ing for objects of value. Dragging the 
department from their caskets, they left 
their remains strewn on the floor. A fire 
in 1917 destroyed much of the interior. 
Twenty acres of the land was used for 
the Ivy City railroad and the remainder 
for Camp Meigs in 1917, which was a 
military training camp for World War I. 
The remaining walls of the Mansion 
and Camp Meigs was razed in 1919. 

From about 1901 to 1929, interested 
citizens, organizations and the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission 
tried unsuccessfully to secure the Pat- 
terson Tract for a park. Because of lack 
of funds and disagreements on price, 
the 100 acre park never materialized. 

Some of the Tract subsequently 
became commercial establishments and 
the Farmer’s Market of which Gallaudet 
College purchased two acres in 1976. 
In February, 1981, Gallaudet also pur- 
chased the Plaza Chevrolet and Eaton 
property, which were all at one time a 
part of the Patterson Tract.

Special smoke alarms available 


In response to a Maryland law that 
requires special protection for hearing 
impaired people in the event of fire, a 
portable electric smoke detector has 
been designed exclusively for use by 


the hearing impaired. 


At the requests of the State Fire Mar- 
shal’s Office, Tel-Alert Systems, Inc. 
has designed Vibra-Lite Alert. The 
device is designed for home use as well 
as when traveling since most states do 
not require specialized detectors for the 
protection of the hearing impaired. The 
state of Maryland, however, requires 
that hotels and motels have at least one 
smoke detectors available, and also re- 
quires landlords to provide, upon re- 
quest, special smoke detectors for the 
hearing impaired. 


Vibra-Lite Alert is equipped with a 
500,000 candlepower equivalent strobe 
light and has been tested to awaken 
sleeping deaf people immediately. It is 
portable and plugs into regular 110 volt 
receptacles. 

Tel-Alert Systems, Inc. has been 
asked to provide information on smoke 
detectors to Gallaudet’s National Infor- 
mation Center on Deafness. Represen- 
tatives from the company also partici- 
pated in MSSD’s New Student/Parent 
Orientation program recently.
